About Persecution In Spain 


Things To Consider Concerning Charge Of Lack Of Freedom For Protestants 


O one was more perturbed than Catho- 

lics to read that the Archbishop of Se- 
ville had expressed himself in favor of 
having his government become less tolerant 
of Protestantism, in Spain because, while 
the Catholic Church does believe that she 
alone possesses the true faith, she still be- 
lieves that all people are entitled to follow 


———— 


their conscience. 

Anvone who reads the Archbishop's re- 
marks will clearly perceive that he wrote as 
he did at this time because of our Presi- 
dent's observation a month ago to the 
effect that he did not like the Spanish Re- 
gime, and in answer to the remarks of 
Stanton Grifis, former Ambassador to 
Spain, made within one week later. Both 
the President and the former Ambassador 
had heard the charge made by Protestant 
churchmen that the Franco Government did 
not give religious liberty to Protestants. 
That the Archbishop was thinking of these 
things is plain from the fact that he men- 
tioned both the President's and our Am- 
hassador s__remarks. 

It is difficult for Americans to understand 
the mentality of the Latin people. They 
understand how two. religions, 
which teach mutually contradictory doc- 
trines, can both be of God. That is why 
Protestantism has never had any measure 
of success in Latin countries. 

The Oriental mind is equally logical. It 
became necessary for Protestants, some 
years ago, to divide the territory of China, 
and not have the Methodists, Baptists,

Presbyterians, all do missionary work in | 


the same aréa. “If they all claim to repre- 
sent Christ,” the Chinese reasoned, “why 
do they not get together under one head 
and preach the same things?” 


Back To Apostolic Times 


It must be remembered that the Catholic 
religion in Spain dates back to Apostolic 
times. Prudentius, a writer during the 
days of the primitive Church, tells us that 
“Spain had martyrs in every persecution.” 
Understand that these persecutions began 
shortly after the Christian religion was 


brought to Rome and lasted for three hun- 
ured years, 


st. Paul and St. James are believed to 


have planted the Church in Spain. From 
eighth century down to this day devo- 
tonal pilgrimages have been made to the 
Shrine of St. James at Compostella, Spain. 

Hence Spain has hardly known any but 
the Catholic religion. Like every other old 
country it had its troubles with the bar- 
barian invaders into Europe, and the south- 
€rn part of Spain was invaded and held by 
the Moors for several centuries, but they 
were not a Christian sect.

Never Fair To Spain 


(1) When the Civil War broke out in 
Spain in the year 1936, our country took 
sides against those who wished to save 
Spain from becoming Communistic.

American War, started in 1898, as unjus- 
tifiable. It was based on an unproved 
charge that Spaniards had blown up the 
Battleship Maine anchored in Havanna 
Harbor.

frequently reiterated false charge that the 
Catholic Church or the Spanish State was 
actually persecuting Protestants. 

(4) The Spaniards are well aware that 
the State Department of the United 
States has never raised its voice against 
the denial of religious liberty to Catholics 
in Protestant Sweden, or even in Yugo- 
slavia, 45% Catholic; that it has been grant- 
ing large gifts of money to Marshal Tito 
without demanding that he cease his per- 
secution of the Catholic Church—and our 
government has since 1933 failed to crit- 
icize Russia for persecuting all religions. 

Now let us consider each of these points 
more in detail. 


When the Civil War broke out in Spain in the year

When the Spanish Civil War broke out 
there was formed here in the United States 
a brigade constituted chiefly of Commun- 
ists’ and Communist-sympathizers. Among 
these sympathizers were a great many Pro- 
testant clergymen including the present 
President of “Protestants and Other Amer- 
icans United.” We have before us a pamph- 
let in which he and a number of other 
Protestant clergymen urged that our Con-

William F. McDermott, an American 
newspaper correspondent, reporting from 
Barcelona in July, 1937, said: “Nothing that 
happened in Russia during years of bitter 
struggle is equal to the savagery and fero- 
city that has occurred within a few months. 
I hired an automobile the other day and 
visited about ten churches. They were all

In Colombia, South America, a large

“We, the undersigned, Colombian citi- 
zens, true friends and admirers of the 
great people of the United States, realiz- 
ing the responsibilities which this hour 
puts upon all men of good will for order 
and the defense of Christian civilization, 
address ourselves to Your Excellency to 
express our regret over the incidents 
which have happened in our country and 
which have brought harm to some U. 8.

“As Colombians and as Catholics we

It is not necessary to prove this 
by theological arguments because 
the history of sin shows it to be by 
far the worst evil in the world. 

You know that all the angels

pride which they took in their own 
beauty and importance. But when 
they did discey they were trans- 
formed into hideous spirits, from 
angels into devils. Hell was then 
created and they were thrust into 
it. | 

Holy Scripture briefly pictures 
this disaster in the words: “I 
saw Satan like lightning falling 
from Heaven” (Luke 10:18), If a 
single sin could effect that, then 
in the eyes of the all-holy God, it 
must be an evil indescribable. 


Our First Parents 


Adam and Eve were also created 
in a supernatural state, bearing the 
image and likeness of God in their 
souls. But since Heaven is a_re- 
ward and not a gift, they too were 
put on trial. It was actually human 
nature which we inherited from 
them which was put on trial—since 
they were informed that they rep- 
resented the entire human race in 
the test. Had they committed other 
sins, we would not have been held 
responsible for them, but in that 
test we were. They, too, disobeyed, 
and .some of the temporal conse- 
quences were a sentence to labor, 
suffering and death: “By one man 
sin came into the world and by sin 
death, and death passed on to all 
men’ (Rom. 5:12). 


Their own repentance was not 
adequate to relieve us of the con- 
sequences of their disloyalty. Since 
God demanded adequate repara- 
tion, it required that God Himself 


make it, because the enormity of} 


sin is determined by the One 
whom it attacks. Since it attacks 
God, who is infinitely great, ade- 
quate reparation could be made 
only by One Who is infinitely 
great. That explains the Incarna- 
tion and Redemption. 


After a few centuries the descen- 
dants of Adam and Eye had be- 


come numerous, but they had also | 


become wicked, and to put an end 
to their sinning God decreed to 
put an end to the people them- 
selves through the universal de- 
luge. Only eight persons among 
all of them had remained holy 
amid the prevalent wickedness. 
They were spared. God speaks of 
Noah as Christ spoke of St. Joseph 
by calling him “a just man,” who 
“walked in the ways of God.”

wickedness. We doubt whether 
they were more wicked than thou- 
sands in every large city of our 
country are today, who may be- 
come victims of the worse fate of 
everlasting burning. 

The story of Bethlehem, which 
is historical, points to the heinous- 
ness of sin; Christ’s persecution by 
Herod, His exile in Egypt even as 
an infant. Then, of course, noth- 
ing portrays more vividly how 
wicked it is for a child of God to 
turn against his infinitely loving 
and loveable Father than Jesus’ 
cruel death. 

Every day we tal] God that “we 
love Thee above alf things because 
Thou art infinitely good and de- 
serving of all my love.” But does 
our daily conduct show that we 
mean what we declare on our 
knees? 


We tell Him daily that we are 
sorry for all our sins because they 
displease Him, so infinitely good, 
and then go right on disregarding 
His laws. 


This is Passion Sunday, on 
which day we are reminded of the 
infinite atonement God made for 
our sins, an Atonement capable of 
restoring the entire human race to 
God's favor, provided every indi- 
vidual will use the means of apply- 
ing the merits of that Atonement 
to his own individual soul. 


Christ's death did not make. the 
acquisition of Heaven certain; it 
only made it possible. Every one 
'of us has free will, and, as long as 
we live in this world, can use it

Spain A Testing Ground 

Walter Durante, writing in the New 
York Times Magazine, September 27, 1936, 
called Spain “a testing ground for precepts 
of revolt and counter-revolt.” That was 
what it was actually intended to be. Even 
Hitler thought of Spain in that relationship. 
He was not interested in helping Franco, 
but in testing some of his planes and pilots. 

An English writer, Bernard Grimley, 
speaking at a mass meeting at~ Madison 
Square Garden, alleged that 80,000 foreign 
Communists poured into Spain when Rus- 
sia took over the direction of affairs in the 
person of Marcel Rosenberg, the Socialist 
Ambassador to Madrid, and General Ossien- 
sky, of Barcelona. He declared: “The inter- 
national Communist brigade is now the 
backbone of the revolting armies.” 

The “North American Committee to Aid 
Spanish Democracy” not only included the 
names of such men as Edwin McNeill Po- 
teat, but also that of the Rev. Samuel Mc- 
Crea Cavert, then Executive Secretary of 
the Federal Council of Churches; that of 
Bishop Francis McConnell, also one-time 
President of the Federal Council of 
Churches, and, of course, the great Com- 
munist Front joiners, Harry Ward and Guy 
Emery Shipler, 

On a list containing protesters against 
the miscalled Spanish Rebels, appeared the 
name of the late Louis Adamic, whose Com- 
munist sympathies have been well known, 
and the names of Clifton Fadiman, Robert

Didnt you 
ever hear that employees at the various 
branches of that union were assessed to 
help the Communist forces in Spain? 

During the Civil War William F. McDer- 
mott, of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, spent 
a long time in Spain and wrote a series of 
articles for many papers in the United 
States. They indicated that the Commu- 
nists were using the Trade Unions through- 
out Spain to promote their interests. He 
charged that “Barcelona is owned and run 
by two big unions.” 


True News Was Censored

Another correspondent, Lester Ziffren, 
a United Press correspondent, wrote that 
“for every soldier killed in battle in Spain’s 
Civil War, three civilians—men, women and 
children—have been murdered behind the 
lines.” 

The Anglican Bishop of Gibraltar, Dr. 
Harold Buxton, writing to The Times, Lon- 
don, rebuked “a number of churchmen who 
went from England to Spain on a tour of 
investigation” for seeking information only 
from the Communist-controlled authorities. 
He said: “I must protest that their report is 


wholly inadequate.” He observed that the 
British clergymen “spent ten days in Red | 
Spain as the guests of the Red Govern- | 
ment’—the wrong place to get the truth.

Writing to the Church Times, an Angli- 
can weekly, the Rev. Alphonso de Zulueta

h Essentially Same As In Days Of Apostles 


Holy Water and incense were used 
in the Old Law by direct command 
of My Heavenly Father. If their 
use was not wrong then, it cer- 
y be wrong now. Re- 
ligion has always been filled with 
symbols, which needed not to have 
been invented directly by God. 
For instance, among the early 
Christians the “Fish” was a sym- 
bol containing both a profession of 
faith in God the Father, in Me as 
the Son of God, and in My charac- 
ter as the Savior of mankind. It 
was chosen because the letters of 
which it is composed are the first 
letters of these Greek words: 
“Jesus Christ, Son of God, Savior.” 
During those days of persecu- 
tion when the death penalty hung 
over the head of every Christian, 
all of them had to be careful not to 
identify themselves to any except 
another follower of Me. They would 
identify themselves by the symbol 


“Fish,” and by the “Sign of the 
Cross.” By that little movement of 
the hand, they professed their be-. 
lief in the Holy Trinity, in My di- 
vinity, and in My death on the 
cross. 


Incense has always been regard- | 


ed as a “symbol of prayer.” David 
prayed that his prayer might be as 
pleasing in the sight of God as in- 
cense, the sweet-smelling smoke of 
which represents the ascending of 
the prayer into Heaven. 

I personally am responsible for 
some of the popular and wide- 
spread devotions followed in My 
Church of the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries. The devotion 
to My Sacred Heart, representing 
My love for all mankind, arose 
from My appearance to a saintly 
Nun in France. It has done much 
to keep people mindful of My in- 
finite love, of their ingratitude de- 
spite that love. 


I laid the foundation of My 
Chureh during the last three years 
of My life on earth, but you will 
recall that I gave very definite 
commissions to all the Apostles 


aS a corporate body, and more par- 


ticularly to the one whom I made 
My own vicegerent, and upon 
whom I declared I was building My 
Church as upon a rock (Matt. 16: 
18). I gave to Peter and to the 
other Apostles, as well as to their 
Successors, “power to “bind and 
loose” in My name (Matt. 18:18). 
Therefore what they legislated, 
which was not contrary to the faith 
I founded, has been, through the 
centuries, perfectly legitimate. 
You certainly could not hold that 
they blundered in any teaching re- 
lating to faith or morals unless you 
charge Me with violating My prom- 
ises. Those promises were many. I

This dual observance may be a 
little confusing, but it attests to 
the popularity of this devotion.

Jesus suffered for our sakes, it is 
only reasonable that we think, too, 
of the great sorrow His Blessed 
Mother passed through. 

Yes, she knew her Son was di- 
vine, but she was a human mother 
—and she had to stand by helpless- 
ly (as mothers have always done) 
and watch her own Son suffer and 
finally die. 

The Servite Order (established 
by seven young men in Italy back 
in the year 1233) took for its 
special devotion the sorrows of 
Mary as she gg under the Cross. 
For a long tithe, this was the way 
Mary was considered—as she stood 
on that lonely hill of Calvary and 
watched her own Son go through 
torments. Later, it was realized 
that Mary had other sorrows to 
bear earlier in her life, and today 
we think of her sorrows as having 
been seven in number: 


The prophecy of Simeon, who 
told her that a sword would 
pierce her heart. 

The flight into Egypt, when 
Jesus was a babe in her arms. 

The time when Jesus was lost 
from His parents for three days 
in Jerusalem. 

Her meeting with Jesus as He 
carried His own Cross. 

The Crucifixion, which 
watched. : 

The Descent from the Cross, 
when Mary received the body of 
her Son. 

The placing of the body in the 
tomb. 

These were the major sorrows of 
Mary’s life; she must have suffered 
many others. We can be pretty 
sure that Jesus as a boy was a 
good son and gave His mother no 
trouble.

Suffer With Sons 


Spanish-speaking countries have 
a special’ feast which dramatizes 
the real suffering of Mary. Estab- 
lished by the Queen of Spain in 
1506 when her husband died, it is 


called the Feast of Solitude, and: 


observes the great loneliness of 
Mary at the Cross, perhaps her 
greatest sadness.

You identify My Church of the 
twentieth century not by inciden- 
tals, by which My religion merely 
expresses itself, but rather by cer- 
tain indispensable characteristics, 
or very definite marks. These are 
the unity of belief among My fol- 
lowers; the holiness of people who 
live in strict keeping with My pre- 
cepts and My counsels; the world. 
wide diffusion of that one faith: 
its antiquity or apostolicity. No 
other religion measures up to those 
four marks, or even to one of them. 

There have been people bearing 
the Catholic name who, even in the 
first century, disregarded the 
Church’s authority and provoked 
schisms, but they certainly did not 
destroy My Church's authority. 
That was why so many Councils 
of Bishops were held, in the early 
Church namely, to point out the 
errors contained in the teachings 
of these individuals, and to declare 
the truth. 

St. Clement, the third - Pope, 
spoke of such dissensions provoked 
by unauthorized teachers. Did not 
Paul, in his writings, ask his con- 
verts to avoid such disturbers of 
religious peace? 

St. Ignatius, who succeeded Pe- 
ter at Antioch, in his Epistle to the 
Ephesians, called on them to “con- 
cur in the mind of your Bishops.” 

Isn't it the very lack of author- 
ity outside the Catholic Church in 
the twentieth century that has 
created a multitude of sects, some 
denying what the others affirm? 

Isn't it the very lack of authority 
which leads the clergy of these 
sects ,to defend the theory of pri- 
vate judgment? They must either 
yield to that divisive theory or they 
must accept the principle of an 
authoritative living voice. To refer 
to the Bible as the teacher, yet te 
allow any one to interpret it as he 
pleases, only adds to the confusion, 
You certainly could not suspect 
that I, Truth itself, could endorse 
any such religion, or its religious 
policy.

Once more 
a barrier is raised; true Christian 
charity is once again shattered. 


A Negro Saint 


Thursday’s feast of St. Benedict 
the Moor offers opportunity for 
developing some real Christian at- 
titudes toward any racial or min- 
ority group. 

The parents of Benedict were 
African slaves, sold to a master 
in Sicily. Learning about ‘the 
Christian religion, both were bap- 
tized. From thence on, they led 
such exemplary Christian lives, 
that their master decided to free 
their oldest son, Benedict. 


As a free man, Benedict re- 
ceived regular wages from his 
master. This did not alter his 


manner of Christian living. From 
his youth he had been austere to- 
ward his body, adding voluntary 
penance and mortification to his 
constant labor in the fields. His 
meekness and cheerfulness were 
frequently put to the test as his 
companion day-laborers would 
mock and despise him on account 
of his lowly origin and black skin. 
With God’s grace, Benedict turned 
all into merit for eternity. 


Becoming acquainted with some 
hermits in the vicinity of Paler- 
mo, who followed the rule of St. 
Francis, Benedict sold his few pos- 
sessions, gave everything to the 
poor, and joined them. Thus he 
continued and increased the aust- 
erities of his ‘virtuous life until 
his fortieth year. 


It was at that time that the 
Holy Father, Pope Pius IV order- 
ed all hermits following the rule 
of St. Francis to betake them- 
selves to one of the monasteries 
of the order. Benedict sought and 
received admission to the mona- 
stery of the Friars Minor in Pal- 
ermo. Here he continued his pious 


practices and fulfilled faithfully 
whatever work was assigned to 
him. 


Following the example of model, 
St. Francis, Benedict took but few 
hours’ sleep each night, and that 
on the bare floor; he wore a coarse 
‘habit: seven times a year he ob- 
served the forty days’ fast. He 
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loved poverty and chastity and 
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guarded both assiduously. In a 
word, he was a model for all his 
brethren, who loved him tenderly. 

After some time, Benedict was 
appointed superior of this mona- 
rstery, though he was only a lay 
brother and had no schooling. The 
Friars at the monastery of Paler- 
mo, following the example of 
Christ and His Church, looked not 
to the color of his skin, but rather 
to the virtue of his life, the nobil- 
ity of his character, the heart of 
gold filled with love of God and 
man that lay beneath the black 
exterior. 

Benedict ruled his monastery 
with so much humility, charity, 
and self-abnegation that he was 
venerated by all his subjects who, 
it is said, advanced in virtue dur- 
ing his administration. Upon the 
expiration of his term of office, 
he joyfully entered again upon his 
duties in the kitchen. 

In his sixty-third year, Benedict 


was seized by a fatal illness. On 
April 4, 1589 at the very hour he 
had foretold, his pure soul ascend- 
ed to the God he loved and served 
so well. (His feast is transferred 
to April 3 this year, because~-of 
the feast of the Sorrowful Mother 
on Friday of Passion week.) 

God was not slow in manifesting 
His predilection for His faithful 
servant. When his grave was ex- 
amined several years. after his 
death, his body was incorrupt and 
emitted a pleasant odor. 

Veneration to the holy man 
spread rapidly throughout Italy, 
and from thence, to Spain, Portu- 
gal, Mexico and to South Amer- 
ica. He was beatified by Pope 
Benedict XIV and canonized in 
1807 by Pope Pius VII.
